To Return To Fo rt After

Dip lomatic circles seemed agreed 
today that the melodramatic flight 
of Rudolp h Hess to Britain would 
be a great blow to the morale of 
the German p eop le, no 
m atter 
what exp lanation they accep t. 
Both the official German and 
the British accounts of the war’s 
strangest ep isode, 
it 
was 
said, 
contain elements that can hardly 
be reassuring to the average man 
in the Third Reich. 
These sources reasoned as fol­ 
lows: 
The German version sp eaks of 
Hess’s “failing health for years” 
and raises doubts as to his sanity, 
at least at the time he decamp ed. 
Inasmuch as Hess continued ac­ 
tive in imp ortant government and 
Nazi p arty affairs almost to the 
end, the inevitable question arises 
as to Hess’s mental condition for 
some time p ast. 
In short, the German p eop le 
may well wonder how long im­ 
p ortant affairs have been in the 
hands of a man of dubious mental 
stability. 
The British account sows dif­ 
ferent seeds of doubt. 
It rep re­ 
sents Hess, one of Hitler’s closest 
associates, as deserting der fuehr­ 
er at the high tide of victory to 
surrender voluntarily 
in Great 
Britain. And it stresses his com­ 
p lete sanity. 
Accep ted in this light, Hess’s 
flight can only dumbfound the

Wheat Quotas 
For Fair Price 
Marketing quotas are desig ned 
to further the two fold purpose 
of the AAA wheat prog ram to pro­ 
vide the consumer withall the 
wheat he needs and to g ive the 
farmer a fair price, W. E. Rag ar, 
chairman of the Pettis county AAA 
Committee, said yesterday in dis­ 
cussing the wheat quota referen­ 
dum to be held May 31. 
“Under the provisions of the 
Ag ricultural Adjustment Act of 
19 38 ,” he said, “there can be no 
wheat loan if quotas are not ap­ 
proved. If this happens, the prize 
of wheat will undoubtedly fall to 
the low world level of 35 cents a 
bushel.” 
Explaining that the wheat far­ 
mer now g ets only about one cent 
from a loaf of bread that sells for 
eig ht or nine cents. 
Mr. Rag ar 
said that if the farmer g ot parity 
prices for his wheat the retail cost 
of the loaf would not need to be 
increased by more than three- 
fourths of a cent. 
The additional 
cost would be more than balanced 
by the increased buying power of 
the farmer, he said.
